Tlie Globe has tl.o following apt rellectioiu up- 
on tbe result of the recent election in N. York, 
nail if we a.e not, greatly mistaken, the conclu- 
sions arrived at. will be verified in the end. 
Ffilcralisni has often heietofore atchieved tri- 
umphs Upon important questions not folly iin- 
dersiood by the people, but the truth soon made 
its wav, and with the truth comes the triumph 
of democracy : 

“Wo have had before examples of the tem- 
porary siiccessol Federalism through its money 

machinations, its panics and pressures. A De- 
mocratic administration was almo't overwhelm- 
ed by similar intrigues and inlluence during the 
last war wiiii Great Britain. Fresident Jack- 
son and the Democratic party sulTered Ihe 
same sort of temporary prejudice in the most 
republican State of the Union, by the momen- 
tary tempest which was directed against them 
from the Bank of the United Slates in 1834. 
A large niajoriiy of the Virginia Legislature, 
under the surldeii impulse, diii Injustice to Ihe 
patriotic policy of the late Chief Magistrate. 
But the Old Dominion, like a noble ship, out- 
lived the storm, and sustained him in his oppo- 
sition to the union between tlie Government 
amt national bank, and the demands of that 
bank for the depos'.les. 

The Federal party has over since the foun- 
dation of the Government brought panic and 
pressure to aid intrigue and corruption in the 
war upon the democratic principles of the 
country, “The raw-head-and-bloody-bones 
as (Mr. JefTerson calls it) of the French re- 
volution was the source of the first temporary 
successor Federalism. The panics of the late 
war were worked with partial success, and some 
sections of the Union thoroughly overrun by 
the enemies of the Union and the Government. 
The late struggle of the colossal power of the 
Bank of the United States to force the General 
Government into itsembraces, began, and was 
attentled Ihioiighout with panics, anti at first it 
comiiiandetl majorities of almost two-thirds in 
both branches of Congress; but its power grew 
weaker and weaker, until, at the last session, 
a niejority of almost two-thirds was found 
against it. So now the tlynasty of State banks, 
aided by the foreign institution still seeking 
through them to subject the General Govern- 
ment to the control of Ihe moneyed interests, 
exciting panic, prodiiing embarrassment, and 
threatening wide spread ruin, have succrieded, 
by the sudden ilefection of many influential in- 
dividuals themselves Conservatives, for Ihe Fed- 
eralists, and they obtained a partial triumph 
ill some of the .State elections; and they augur 
from this the utter overthrow of the cause of 
Democracy in the country. 

VVe entertain very different and belter hopes. 
We haie witnessed those sudden incursions and 
upon the staid and settled principles of Ihe agri- 
cultural and producing classes before. VVe 
1 ave successful raids of rite higldantl clans of 
Federalism seen them driven back with their 
unhappy leader®, likethe divine right pretenders 
of the lloiiso of Stuart, when they landeil from 
foreign shores, backed by foreign inlluence, to 
carry the throne of England against the ebn- 
sent of the people. In Ibo first moments of 
dismay, from the defection of those who have 
been looked to as leaders they may seem to suc- 
ceed; blit when the Domociacy is once rallied 
--when tho-e who have betrayed it arc no lon- 
ger looked to or relied on — when it takes its 
cnifP in its own band,®, the results which crown- 
ed its struggles of 1798 and 1828 may be surely 
niiticipaied. 

That (he power of the banks has been strong- 
ly manifested in those counties and cities in 
which they are seated, is no argument for their 
permitmeiit control ilk the politics of their im- 
mediate neighbor hood, much less of a general 
sway of the country. The people are too just- 
ly jealous of their rights to brook long the do- 
mineering of hanks in elections. The late 
bearing of the glorious Key-stone State, under 
the press of fhirty-livG million bank, and of 
Ohio, under her multitudes of iucorporutions, 
speaks volumes. ”

Bylato inform ilion frqm Fort Leaven- 
tvorlh, wn learn tiie frontier people be- 
low the Osage lliver, have been endeav- 
orinrr to raise an excitement in that sec- 
tion "ofthc Slate, by expre.osing alarms 
against the Osage Indians, many of 
whom have corte within the boundaries 
of the Slate with their wives and chil- 
dren, for the purpose of hunting, and up- 
on the strength of written permission 
given them by some of the white inhab- 
itants residing in the State. Gen. Lu- 
cas left Independence immediately on re- 
cciving’ihe rumor. Col. Kearny, the com- 
mandant Fort at Leavenworth, fearing 
unnecessarydifliculty, and believing the 
motives of the Indians to be entirely pa« 
cific,"immeuiately despatened Capt. Sum- 
ner with one hundred dragoons, and a 
few days after fifty more, to drive the 
Indians without the boundary of the 
State for their hunting purposes, and to 
interpose his command, and keep separ 
ale the whites and Indians. The cir- 
cumstance of llie Indinns bringing their 



wives and children with lliem, is conciu- 
fiive evidence that thev did not antici- 
pate danger or bloodshed, and though the 
whiles had no authority to giant permis- 
sion to Ihe Indians to hunt within the 
limits ofihe State; yet it is not to be sup. 
posed that the poor ignorant Indians 
Unfcw that they were encroaching, when 
(hey had received permission from the 
whiles. It is believed however now, 
that all difiicullies have been settled; the 
Indians relreaied to their own hunting 
lands, and Ihe militia to their homes. 
The detachment of Dragoons sent out 
under Capt. Sumner was expected at 
Fort Leavenworth on the lOih or 12ih 
inst. 

The knowing ones in the opposition 
feel not a little anxious to nllaj the ar- 
dor of some unfledged politicians in their 
ranks who are hungry after office; and 
want to make a President of their own 
befdre the proper time. The United 
Stales Gazelle, a Bank print, concludes 
a doleful complaint on the hasty zeal of 
its partizans, thus : 

“It is enough for the opposition toknow 
lliat they have in the cast, the west, the 
south, and, if necessary or expedient, in 
Pennsylvania, a candidate lliat will de- 
feat Mr. Van Buren, if we are careful 
to strengthen each rod of the opposition 
before we bind the wholo into the bun- 
dle.

The bundle of rods will require a pret- 
ty strong ligament to keep them togeth- 
er, if we may judge from the subjoined 
description of the federalists by the Prov- 
idence Herald. 

“All the principle they have, is oppo- 
sition. This is their password, their ral- 
lying point, and their ground ot action. 
Without any measures to propose, with- 
out any definite theory to guide them, 
and without any special object in view 
but wealth and power, they stand ready 
to oppose every ihinff, good or had, which 
originates with the friends of the admin- 
istration, whatever may he its merits or 
demerits. Without argumcnl, without 
honesty, and without iruih, their only 
weapons are slander and denunciation.

CANADIAN AFFAIR \ 

Bv a gentleman of this city, for whose 
attentions we are particiihirlv indebted, 
we arc favored with the following c.x- 
tracl from a letter which lie received by 
yesterday’s mail, from Canada. 

The affairs of Canada are assuming a 
very threatening aspect, and we cannot 
perceive how the difficulty can ho healed 
without bloodshed. The spirit of the 
Canadians when ont-c aroused to open 
hostility, will not likely he subdued very 
soon, if at all. 

“This place, (Toronto) is now in a fer- 
ment of excitement ; and the deepest atixi 
ety is depicted in ^every countenance, no 
one knowing in what the present excited 
state of public feeling will end. Strange 
rumors are going abroad in the country; 
and the withdrawal of all the troops from 
the Upper to the Lower Province, to 
guard the latter in case of ilie rupture 
daily expected, has greiilly emboldened 
the Radicals ofthe Upper Province who 
are now busy drilling in the country, for 
what purpo.se they know best tliemselves. 
The Governor has issued a Proclamation 
to embody the militia of the Province, 
and it is feared he will have again to 
summon the troops to the fort. By their 
departure 10,000 stand of arms were 
leR unmiarded in the barracks, and en- 
tertaining apprehensions of their falling 
into the hands of the Radicals in case of 
tumult, the Governor has sent them 
down to the City Hall, trusting to the 
loyalty of the Corporation to protect them. 
Tliere they are guaided night and day by 
a guard of 100 men for fear of their fal- 
ling a prey to to the country radicals, 
who are o.xpected on the least rumor of a 
rupture in the Lower Province to make a 
descent upon Toronto.

Oiir new boat Eclipse came up last night, 
h.aving boarded the schr l-orrst, D.ivis, of 
Friendship, (Maine) 25 days from Eastpoit, 
for New York, from which the following report 
was obtained : — The -llh instant, lat. S.'s 40, 
Inn. 74 20, fell in with the wreck of the sclir 
Isabella, full of water, both masts and bowsprit 
gone. Took from her Mr. Jas. Henderson of 
the Isle of Haiit. Mr. Hemlerson informs us 
thnt he sailed from New York about 2oth ol 
October, for Wilmineton, N. C. in the schr 
Isabella, Itapl. Samuel Turner, of die Isle of 
Haul, Me., having on board Mr.-Snow, of Buck- 
port, and Charles I.ewis or Nealer. of (tarn- 
Hen, cook, b ku! 15 years old. On the 4lh 
Hay out, hove to nmlcr a close reefed foresail, 
blowing a gale from N. W. with snow, hail 
and rain ; on Ihe 3d night after they liove to, 
the sixth day oui» then in the (iulfSt'-enm, ship- 
ped two tiemendous sca®« which capsized the 
schooner; at the same linie all on board were 
in the cahin. About an hour after, both nuisls 
broke off by the deck, when she righted, and 
Capt. Turner, Mr. Snow and himself succeed 
ed in gaining and lashing themselves on the 
fjiiarter deck. The cook was dr<»wned in lliCi 
cabin; Mr. Snow was wa-died off fifteen miuutesj 
after and was drowned; half an liour after, thuj 
Captain was washeil off anil also drowned. 
The gale continued twenty-four hmirs after 
they were capsized, and Mr- Henderson expect- 
ed every minute to he washed off, the sea ran 
mountaiiw high, an«l he could cuily catch his 
breath between the waves as they passed over j 

liim. There wa« only ten feet of f|uailer deck] 

lout of water. He had nothing to cat or drink 
I the seven days he was on the wreck but a hand- 
ful of hay. On the first morning after he was 
capsized, he saw a brig pass about 8 miles from 
the wreck. On the 2<1 day, saw a foretopsail 
schr 4 miles off. On the 3d tlay, nothing. On 
the 4th saw two fore and aft schrs 4 miles 
; distant. On the 5th, about 9 P. M. saw a bark 
whichrtin down upon the wreck before the wind. 
The sea smooth, about lour knots breeze; un^ 
lashed himself and expected she inlentled to 
run so near that he could {;et on boarrl, but 
when she came within there or four hun<lred| 
yards she hauled up on the winti and left 
him 

There were 10 men aft looking at him. He 
had a handksrchief tied to a board, which he 
waved to them; he also hallcti her, for they 
were within speaking, but to no purpose. She 
was so near lliat he could see the hoops on the 
buckets a man was painting the round house; 
he took her to be a Biitish bark, with little or 
no cargo in. Saw nothing on the 6lh; that 
flay he found a little hay which he ate, it be- 
ing the firU food since he was on the wreck. 
On the 7lh day, at 2 P. M. was taken off by 
('apt. Davis, who treated him with the great- 
est kindne*s, nml gave him his own bed to sleep 
on, for which he returns him bis sincere thanks. 
Mr. Henderson has lost all his money and 
clothes, and has nothing but what he has on. 
He came up last night in our news boat, anti is 
in a very feeble state. Capt. Turner has left 
a wife, three sons and three daughers, to la- 
ment his untimely end. 

SKRIOUS CONFLICT. 

We regret to learn that, on Tuesday, 7th 
inst., at Clinton, Hickman County, Ky., a fa- 
tal rencounter occurjcd between Judge James, 
a State Senator, and Mr. Robert Binford, a can- 
didate to fill the vacancy in the House of Rep- 
resentatives occasioned by the death of Capt. 
George. On Sunday, preceding the rencoun- 
ter. Mr. Binford went to the re’-ldence of Judge 
James, after having declared in Clinton that 
he was going thereto kill James. When he 
arrived at the house of the Judge, the latter 
opened the gate and invited Binfor<l in, who re- 
fused to go" in, and stated he had understood 
that James had used an expression to the preju- 
tliccof his (Binford*s election. The Judge de- 
clared he had not used the expression allribiitetl 
to him — when Binford said if he ha<l he (Bin- 
ford) would kill him. Several harsh expres- 
sions ensued , when Judge James, being iinarm- 
erl , returned to bis house tor defimee. Binford 
rushed to the gate, drew his pistol, and dec'ared . 
he would, before he went home, kill James. — 
After several attempts to approach Ihe house, 
an individual present prevailed on Binford to 
defer his attack until another time, and after 
making some violent threats Binford deporteil. 
On Tuesday following the parties met in Clin- 
ton, in the porch of Hall’s tavern. James ask- 
od Binford if he came to assassinate him on 
Sunday. Binford answered, '*What I came 
for, I came for.” Both drew and fired irrime- 
diately. The ball from James’ pistol killed 
Binford, and Binford shot two balls into the 
head of Mr. Collins, a d?»iuleresled young g**ri- 
tleman, on a visit from Mississippi, who rlied in 
thirty minutes. Binford, it is said, after fir- 
ing his pistol, knocked Judge James down with 
it, ami commenced beatingjhim furiously, when 
a younger brother of the Judge’s drew' a pi«tol 
ami put a second ball into the body of Binford. 

Judge James was arrested and tried and ac- 
quitted by an examing court consisting of four 
highly respectable magistrates. The killingof 
Binford being considered justifiable homicide. 

We learn with regret that the occurrence has 
been seized on by party — tt»at there are men in 
the county who wish to make it bear upon the 
political slantling of Judge James The course 
is as vindictive as it is unjust, if our informa- 
tion he correct, and must recoil on those who 
pursue it,

treme. Declaring ho would kill James; tak- 
ing leave of his fricml before he went to the 
house of James on Siimlay — there drivingj 
James, who had no arms lie c.tiihl rely on, from 
his gate into his hou«e — and attempting to shoot 
him, in his r wn houee, and in the bo«om of his; 
own family! If comlurt like this did not ju«-j 
tsTv James in the course he pursuerl, it must be;

to act on the defcu«i‘e. The fate of young 
Collins is to he deeply tleplored — but it seems

GALVANS ^xFeiUMENT.8 AT 
THE LOUISVILLE MEDICAL 
INSTITUTE. 

Some very striking experiments were 
performed on Friday last, in the Labor- 
atory of the Medical Institute, by Pro- 
fessor Ya.ndfll, before Ihe Medical 
class and a number of citizens on the 
body of Miehrel Shrimp alias Miclix'lj 
Shieslan, who was executed for the niiir- 
dcr of Dorothea Merklin.

We have noted from lime the slate of public ^ 
feeling m Canada, where there is scarcely a 
possibility that the excitement will stop short 
of an organised opposition to the existing gov- 
ernment.

Papiiieaiiand other popular leaders, or the 
columns of the press, has at lengtii inaiiifested 
itself in a form that puts an end to all doubt as 
to the extent to which the liberals, as they term 
tliemselves, arc willing to go io support of their 
views. The military estahlislimcnt of the Brit- 
ish government in Canada is numerically strong 
ami from the character of the country is so dis- 
posed of as to be able to act efljciently io case 
of slisiurbances requiring the interposition of 
the arm of power. Should the disaffection be 
confined to the popiil itioii composed of tlic de- 
scendants of the Frencli, the probability is that 
the Anglo-Canadian inhabitants, sustained by 
the soldiery, will he able to prevent anj thing 
like a disruption of the Colony from the mother 
country. Should, however, the British Colo- 
nists, or any considerable portionofthem.be 
imbued with the feelings which actuate .M. Pa- 
piiieau and liis adherent?, the contest will be a 
severe and protracted one, of the final result of 
which no accurate opinion can be formed. — 
However great the force, and undivided the 
attention which Great Britain can at '.his rno- 
mciit appropriate to this portion of her domin- 
ions, the stiiiggle must Involve a doubt. Te a 
people iletormined to be free, and united iu 
their efforts to prociireliberty, tlieir knowledge 
of the fastnesses ol their country ami the facili- 
ty of conveying information from point to point 
ttirough secret channels, offer advantages sucti 
as to b iflle Ihe watchfulness and render harm- 
less the operations o( their opponents. Slioiild 
a contest of any magiiitiido or duration occur, 
tlie strife will be regarded with no ordinary in- 
terest by nil of the Eiiiopean powers, but espe- 
cially by France. In the French population 
of Cnnada, the lait mentioned country willlie- 
hotd descendants from the same stock, long 
severed from the parent stem hat still retain- 
ing their characteristics civil anrt religious, con- 
tending for the soil originally held from the 
Gallic crown, so that independently of the dis- 
meinbermeiit of an empire with which she has 
so often been at war, the ties of national rela- 
tionship, if the term he admissible, will mingle 
themselves with the feelings called forth by the 
occasion. It is also not impossible that the 
chances of future favorable alliance between 
France and tlie Canadas may operate and in- 
duce the former to extend her good wishes, nnd 
shonid opportunity offer, her aid to the latter. 

As to the postponement of the final struggle 
betiveen Great Britain and her Provinces much 
will depend on the course of the British Minis- 
try. Ifit he prompt and energetic, the display 
ofanarmcil force for a time may postpone 
popular resistance, whereas, if on the cont-ary 
any thing like v.icilhstion or want ol decision 
shoiild he m.inifested, the Itlicralswillbeem- 
holdeneil and putt heir foi tunes at once on tha 
haz ird of the ilie.— Baltimore American.
